Tuesday night that tho charges of tho Times 
against Dilion were a breach of the privileges 
ot tho house, against tho advice of the Con- 
servative "whips." 
Tho government was 


unwitting to havo tho question sprung at this 
time because of the delay such action would 
occasion in tho progress o£ tho crimes bill, 
imd when tho liotiso met Wednesday Smith

ing thut it was in lino therewith. During tlm 
debate Tanner asserted that the Tories were 
11 "lot of cads," and was immediately required 
by tho shaker to retract, which ho did. 
O'Connor nourished a iiupy of Tho Times anil 
said ho bought it nt ono ot Smith's book- 
stores, and that Smith wiis too deeply inter- 
ested in the matter to bo fair, and ought to bn 
in Iho clock tower with the Times publisher.

Old "Tule Dad," a renmrkablo old moun 


tain man, who oarly inado a name among tb< 
buntcrs and Indian fighters o£ the Sierraa 


j crossed over to tho golden shore about ten 


days ago at Jess volloy, Modoc county, Col 
Ho had reached tho groat ago of 103 years 
and diod at last with mind unimpaired ane 
vigorous as when he had but just passed his 
hali century mark. "Tulo Bad" "was bom 
Eomewhero in Missouri at the time St. Louia 
was tho headquarters of several big fur trod 
ia(J companies. 
It wag by enlisting as a 


hunter with on» of those that ho found his 
way through tho Rockies and eventually 
across the Sierras to California, 


"Tulo Dad" is remembered by a number o! 


old Colifurnians tvho arc now in tho Com1 
Block. Tlioy looked upon him as being t 
wondertul old man in the "days of 49," when 
Cold was first discovered. 
Ho WOK a man 


who preferred hunting and Indian lighting to 
gold digfiinR. 


A story is toid of him which will bear re- 


peating. In tho early days some men who 
\reri- camped on '.ho banks of the Sacramento 
river, abovo Mnrysvillo, on thu Fourth of 
July, concluded Lo c'ulobrato tbo flay. 
They 


be^an firing guns and pistols, anil for an hour 
or two kept up a lively fusillade. Presently 
their attention was ut-tracted to half a dozen 
black objects bobbins up and down on tho 
waters of the river. As these objects drew 
nearer they were seen to be men sv.Tiinn«ing 
across the stream, with their, clothing and 
guns on their heads. As soon as tho swim- 
mers got within hearing distance of tho party 
on tho shore, tho lender of them sang out: 
"Whnr's tho war?" 


That was old Tulo Dad. 
Ho was then IX 


years of age, and was able to outs\vim even 
tho youngest of his companions, especially 
when he thought there was a chnnco for n 
bout with tho reds. Such fights ho looked 
upon ns regular, legitimate "war." 


flo and a party of Missouri friends had, it 


seems, been duck hunting on tho opposite 
shoro among the tules, and, hearing tho Uring, 
imagined that an Indian fight was going on. 
They therefore swam tho river in ordor to 
Uike a hand in tho fun, 


Tho man's right name was Samuel K. Mat- 


Jiey. Ho never married, and the reason ho 
gave for it was that ho could not "split un 
armful of oven wood in half a minute," Ho 
said that tho women always sang out that 
they "wanted an armful of wood in just half 
a minute." Half a minute, he said, was too 
short a Limo lor him. The old man was con- 
scious to the lost, and was aware that his end 
wns approaching. 
A fow hours before his 


death ho talked with those about him; lio 
told that Iiis raco was nearly ended, but suiil 
that ho was ready to go, and remarked: "1 
haven't been a very bad nine. I never did 
anything'worse than kil! Indians, and I don't 
believe ihat will bo held against mo. I hud 
to do it." The fact is that tho old follow had 
really no compunction in regard to shooting 
Indians, lie got over that when a trapper, 
and finally thought that in wiping the heathen 
oil' the face of Lho earth ho wns doing God a 
Mil-vice.—Hud Bluir (Cul.) Causo.
